One of the most momentous oc­ 
casions in the history of this coun­ 
try, 
the 
meeting 
of 
Churchill 
and President Roosevelt, will al­ 
ways have particular significance 
to Herbert Malzahn of Arlington 
Heights, who was an eyewitness on 
board the destroyer Winslow which 
aided in escorting the president to 
the historic meeting, 
p Although the President spent the 
entire time ctrl 
the flag,snip, the 
heavy cruiser, 
Augusta, Malzahn 
and the rest of the sailors were 
able to get a good view of wihat 
was going on. The five U. S. de­ 
stroyers and British ships kept con­ 
stantly on the alert, patrolling the 
waters around tne 
Augusta, the 
Fiance of Wales, and the U. S. S. 
Tuscola, where Churchill and the 
President met. 
Although their destination was 
unknofwrn when the ships left east­ 
ern harbors, it wasn’t long after 
anchors were weighed that the news 
spread through the ship of what 
was going to take place. 
At seven o’clock on the morning 
of August 4, the President’s yacht, 
the Potomac, pulled alongside and 
with no ceremony 
o*r pomp the 
President boarded the Augusta. On 
August 8 the Prime Minister ap­ 
peared. 
One of the interesting angles of 
the adventure, Malzahn said, was 
tuning in on the radio broadcasts 
afnd the news reports when every­ 
one throughout the 
country was 
wondering what had become of the 
President and they w’ere the only 
ones w’ho could supply the answer. 
Several stories were told Mal­ 
zahn about how friendly the Presi­ 
dent was to the sailors. 
One ev­ 
ening the signal passed from ship 
to ship asking if the movie ‘ Boom 
Town” was on board. 
The Presi­ 
dent said that that was one pic­ 
ture he had missed and wanted to* 
see.

Barrington park board closed its 
swimming pool 
last Wednesday 
and Arlington Heights followed 
suit Monday when the board or­ 
dered the draining of the pool, giv­ 
ing as the reason lack of sw imming 
interest on the part of the general 
public. The total cash receipts the 
last three weeks were less than 
$25.00. 
The Barrington officials attribut­ 
ed closing of that pool to operating 
losses. E. Edw’ard Davis, president 
of 
the 
Barrington 
park 
board 
stated that there is no tax money 
to pay for pool operation. Until 
this year the operation 
receipts 
covered the expenses. This sum­ 
mer weather conditions have not 
been as favorable as in other years. 
Rumors circulating regarding al­ 
leged infections spread by the pool 
have also had important influence, 
announced Mr. Davis. 
Somew’hat similar conditions pre­ 
vail at Arlington Heights except 
that the pool has never paid ex­ 
penses in the four years it has been 
in operation. 
A big effort was made this year 
by a recreation committee to place 
the pool on a self supporting basis. 
Their efforts met success during 
July. In August, the weather and 
circulation of rumors similar to 
those told about the Barrington 
pool, 
blasted 
all 
hopes 
for 
a 
“break-even.” 
year. 
Plans for use of the swimming 
pool at the field day next Sunday 
are now forgotten. There will be 
no swimming events. 
It now’ appears certain that Ar­ 
lington Heights pool which 
cost 
over $50,000, will become a bursted 
bubble. 
The only thing that can save it 
is approval by the voters of an 
additional park board tax. 


Scout executive 
Urges boys to 
‘be prepared’ 


Local council 
will mann 30 
traiiic stations

A considerable number of Boy 
Scouts of the Northwest Suburban 
Council Boy Scouts of America are 
going to have to get up early next 
Wednesday morning, Sept. 3, to 
man the first shift of the highway 
traffic survey which our Scouts, to­ 
gether with 
about 
8,000 
other 
Scouts of the Metropolitan area 
of Chicago and the State of Illi­ 
nois, are going to make. 
This 
Origin 
and 
Destination 
Highway Traffic Survey, which is 
the largest and most extensive ev­ 
er attempted in the United States, 
is to determine not only the volume 
of motor traffic, but the routes used 
most frequently, the directions tak­ 
en by drivers iii going to such a 
specified place, as Chicago’s central 
business district, for example, and 
the origins and destinations of 
thousands of motorists. The data 
secured in the survey w’ill provide 
a basis for future plans for ex­ 
press highways and super high­ 
ways. 
Due to the importance of this 
project and the important 
place 
which the Boy Scouts have in mak­ 
ing the survey, the question of hav­ 
ing the scouts excused from school 
has been approved by Noble J. 
Puffer, County Superintendent of 
Schools and by Monsignor Cun­ 
ningham of the Catholic Parochial 
Schools. 
The Boy Scouts of the North­ 
west Suburban Council are man­ 
ning 30 traffic stations, involving 
152 scouts for each shift. Due to 
the fact that so many important 
highways, leading to Chicago, pass 
through this territory, it is neces­ 
sary that the local council furnish 
a larger number of scouts in pro­ 
portion to its membership than 
some of the other councils. 
To do this it is necessary that 
every possible scout and his par­ 
ents cooperate to the fullest extent 
with the scoutmasters in taking 
care of the station or stations as­ 
signed to his troop. To be effective, 
the project must be completed in 
the best wray possible, and in check 
surveys taken last month in Chica­ 
go, it w’as found that 
the Boy 
Scouts were much more accurate 
than any other group. 
A meeting for instruction and 
practice will be held in each com­ 
munity and any scouts wrho have 
not heard from their troop leaders 
regarding their part in the survey, 
should see their scoutmaster at 
once about their assignment. 
Local scout troops and the traf­ 
fic stations to which they have 
been assigned are as follow’s: Troop 
9, Palatine, on route 14, north of 
the intersection of the old and 
new highways, west of Palatine; 
Troop 5, Arlington Heights, on Pal­ 
atine rd., west of 
Roselle rd.; 
Troop 7, Arlington Heights, Al­ 
gonquin rd., west of Roselle rd., 
and also Golf rd.,wrest of Roselle 
rd.; Troop 23 Mt. Prospect, Hig­ 
gins rd., west of Roselle rd., and 
Roselle rd., south of Higgins. 
Traffic stations have been se­ 
lected so as to form a net work 
around this area to keep tab on 
all cars entering and leaving. No 
stations will be placed within a 
village in order to leave local traffic 
out of the picture.

Traffic count to 
help in mapping 
future highways 


Autoists can 
help scouts make 
survey September 3 


An 
Origin-Destination 
Traffic 
Survey will be conducted by the 
road building agencies in the met­ 
ropolitan area of Chicago, Septem­ 
ber 3. The information is to be ob­ 
tained and recorded by more than 
eight 
thousand 
Boy 
Scouts 
of 
America, working under the super­ 
vision of the engineers of tho State 
Division of Highways, City of Chi­ 
cago, Chicago Park District, and 
four surrounding counties 
(Du* 
Page, Kane, Lake and Will); and 
the en> re count is being coordin­ 
ated bv he Cook County Highway 
Department. 
The purpose of th* survey is 1 
determine the origin and destina­ 
tion of vehicles moving within and 
passing through the metropolitan 
area. This information is vital to 
the location of all future highways, 
and especially in the location and 
design of the proposed 
express 
highways. 
The method to be used is the 
recording of the last four digits of 
the state license plate as the car 
passes anyone of the three hund­ 
red and sixt” recording stations 
located in th 
ea. The boy scouts 
will work in pairs, one calling the 
numbers and the other recording. 
One caller and recorder will be 
assigned for each lane of traffic and 
will work 
in 
three-hour shifts, 
There will also be ample relief 
provided for rest periods. 
After the information is obtain­ 
ed in the field it will be punched on 
tabulating 
machine 
key 
punch 
cards, and the machine will then 
be used to sort and analyze the 
information. From this method it 
can be determined the origin of 
vehicles, 
the 
destination, 
roads 
used to arrive at the destination, 
and the time required. 
In addition to the stations lo­ 
cated in the metropolitan area, 
the State of Illinois will operate 
two hundred additional stations 
throughout the State, and the State 
of Indiana will operate thirty sta­ 
tions located as far east as Michi­ 
gan City. 
The driving public, on the day 
of September 3, can cooperate by 
driving at a moderate rate of speed 
and stay in their own lane when 
approaching the recording stations 
which will be marked by the Amer­ 
ican Flag and the Boy Scouts of 
America Flag (red and white flag 
with a green circle). Every pre­ 
caution has been taken for the 
safety of the boys who w’ill not be 
permitted to enter the roadway at 
anytime, and sane driving on* the 
part of the motorist will prevent 
any cause for accident. 
In the event of unusual weather 
the count will be postponed until 
the succeeding day. The radio sta­ 
tions in this area are cooperating 
and will stand ready to announce 
to the boys as to whether the count 
will be taken on Sept. 3. In ad­ 
dition to this information the mo­ 
torist’s attention will be called to 
the fact that the count is being 
taken so that they may travel 
their regular routes. 
The scout leaders, together with 
an engineer from one of the high­ 
way agencies, will be in constant 
attention at the stations which 
will operate in the most part for 
twelve hours—7:00 a. rn. to 7:00 
p. rn. Plans also include the op­

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Vacationing in Arctic Circle 


®tory of a vacation in the Arctic Circle will be in- 
no J % 
readers of the Paddock Publications who may have 
nnhll^JE Ur*< J?- visit A1aska. 
The writer is a sister of the 
publishers of this paper. 


All of us, of course, are accust­ 
omed to vacations, but the real 
thrill comes only when we go where 
we ye wanted to and thought we 
eouldn t. 
. §°» 
we are, in the general 
vicinity of the Arctic Circle. That 
means daylight almost 24 hours ev­ 
ery clay, at this time of year. (We 
wear black “sleepshades,” so as not 
to be kept awake by light at night). 
It means paying 50c for a “banana 
split. 
It means using canned milk 
(often Carnation brand) for your 
coffee. It means seeing range on 
range of snowy mountain 
peaks 
such as Mt. McKinley, whose 20,000 
feet of eminence rear it higher 
than any other United States peak. 
Of course, Mt. McKinley is per­ 
versely modest and hides behind 
clouds much of the time; but we 
swear we’ll stick hereabouts till 
we see it. 
Northern Alaska’s scale of costs 
was vividly explained to me yes- 
teiday. 
Shortly after our plane 
brought us here, flying 495 miles 
from Whitehorse, Yukon Territory, 
in less than three hours, at an av­ 
erage height of 6,500 miles, we un­ 
packed 
and 
I found 
I 
needed 
lingerie tape. 
So I went to the 
street and first visited the 5 story 
postoffice and courthouse and asked 
for the Cook County Herald; none 
had come, to my keen disappoint­ 
ment, either at the postoffice or at 
the Pan American Airways office. 
So I st ai ted out for my lingerie 
tape. 
I met a pleasant looking 
“sourdough” (a person who lives 
in 
Alaska) 
and 
I 
said 
“Can 
you kindly tell me if Fairbanks has 
a ten-cent-store ?” The sourdough 


happy “Ha Ha Ha,” he found his 
breath, “Lady,” he howled, “a dime 
don’t mean anything here. 
We 
don’t have any ten-cent stores. Ev­ 
erything costs what they have to 
pay freight on.” I thanked him and 
he said, “Of course you’re a chee­ 
chako (an outsider) and you don’t 
know any better,” which* was far 
from a fairytale. 
Anyhow, I found 
the lingerie 
tape—3 yards of it, for ten cents. 
But, the fact remains, “A dime 
don’t mean anything here.” A piece 
of cake costs 25c; hot cakes, 50c; 
break! ast, $1.00. Hotel rates ap­ 
proach Atlantic City. Clothes are 
at least double Philadelphia prices. 
To travel a distance equal to about 
two-thirts of the way across the 
Ignited States costs, by air, about 
the same as by air from Philadel­ 
phia to San Francisco. 
But the scenery is worth it. Im­ 
agine flying over 
hundreds and 
hundreds of miles of mountains and 
valley almost wholly uninhabited, 
untouched by the hand of man with 
glaciers glistening in the hot sun 
ot sub-arctic summer, and high 
peaks shouldering the lesser ones 
off the map. If you stop and use 
a boat, or one of the two railroad 
lines which come up from the coast 
part way to the interior, you see 
things nearer at hand and no less 
interesting. 
Interesting it was, on a 36-inch 
guage 
little 
railroad over 
the 
White Pass, Sunday, to look out 
oi the window of the slow moving 
train and see a huge brown bear 
sauntering along the right of way. 
i 
, 
i 
, 
----------o - A bittie further on a black and 
looked at me in amazement and 
grey timber wolf came out of the 
Lien began to laugh. After a long, brush to watch us go by. As the 
pass is steep and the train goes 
only at about 20 miles an hour (for 
which the charge is 10c per mile) 
the bear and the wolf might see 
all they wished of us before we 
faded from view. I noticed, how­ 
ever, that camera-conscious pas­ 
sengers didn't ask the conductor to 
stop the train just then. 
I hey did that a little later, when 
we passed along 
Lake 
Bemmet 
(part of the headwaters of the 
Yukon) for several miles. 
The 
day was as still as it was bright, 
making 
perfect 
reflections 
of 
mountains and snow iii the water. 
When those pictures are developed 
it is going to be hart! to tell which 
side is right side up and which up 
side down. The conductor said that 
such reflections didn’t happen more 
than half a dozen times a summer. 
You see, we’re supposed to be 
having fog, usually in August. 
Today we thoroughly inspected 
the 
largest 
dredge * in 
North 
America. There is only one other 
dredge equal to it in size and that 
one is in South America. The man 
who supervised the building of this 
million-do! Iar-dredge, was our host. 
He took us out to the Fairbanks 
Exploration 
development 
where 
they thaw the ground which is froz­ 
en. ami freeze the little ground 
which is thawed; all in oiSer to 
dredge* out pay-dirt to extract tire 
gold. The thawing is done mostly 
with water at atmosphere temper­ 
ature, by driving steel “points” 
down to bedrock, and sending wa­ 
ter through the points for a year 
or so, in order to make the pay 
dirt loose enough to be able to 
dredge up the gravel. The gravel 
is broken up and washed over, by 
costly machinery aided by quick­ 
silver which helps to separate out 
the heavy, gold, from the less- 
heavy gravel. 
Two days from now the smelter 
will be melting down the gold into 
bars and we shall be seeing that 
process, too. 
I could write on, a lot more, but 
events crowd too rapidly for time. 
I send you a copy of today’s daily 
paper—the 
northernmost

printed. It is a marked copy and

How President Slay Resign 
A President or vice president of 
the United States may resign by 
signing a written statement of resig­ 
nation and forwarding it to the state 
department, not to the legislative or 
judicial branch of the government.

The law says in part: “A 
resignation of the office of President

No Pres­ 
ident has ever resigned, but one 
vice president has, John C. Calhoun, 
of South Carolina. He quit the vice 
presidency in 1832 to become a sen­ 
ator.

Paddock publications are in re­ 
ceipt of two letters written last 
month by Edward W. Adam, Ar­ 
lington Heights, who is stationed 
near San Diego, Cal. The first 
was written two days after his 
arrival, the second which tells 
about his first experience firing 
guns, will appear in next week’s 
paper. 


Dear Mom: 


This morning after breakfast I 
walked south from my barracks— 
walked past row upon row of iden­ 
tical buildings. On my right in the 
distance were mountains—on my 
left was the sparkling blue Pacific 
Ocean. At the south boundary of 
camp I hiked the short distance 
down hill to the top of the high 
bluffs on the edge of the ocean. 
Far below tiny figures walked on 
the wide strip of white sand. Down 
I went to join them. An hour later 
I lay panting again on top of the 
bluffs—the climb up was exhaust­ 
ing. The bluffs at Leland are not 
one fourth as high nor as steep. 


This is a beautiful location for 
a camp. At the rear of the camp 
is the main highway from San Die­ 
go to Los Angeles — we’re just 
twelve miles from San Diego. From 
the highway a half mile wide strip 
of land slopes to the bluffs. This 
land has been leveled—leaving no 
grass—only two inches of sandy 
dust—and the camp built thereon. 
It’s always cool — no bugs — no 
mosquitoes. We eat in full view 
of the ocean — I can look over it 
from the window beside my’ bunk— 
one drills — works — plays — ev­ 
erything is done with always the 
ocean and the sand colored bluffs 
spread out immediately below and 
to the left and right. It’s grand. 
Everything is brand 
new and 
therefor nothing is very well or­ 
ganized. As yet I’ve done absolute­ 
ly nothing but lay around or stand 
in lines. I’ve got a rifle and a 
wicked looking bayonet, but that’s 
all. 
The time passes slowly as 
we are on duty and cannot do any­ 
thing but just wait around. 
This place is good in every way 
that Camp Grant was bad. The food 
is excellent and very nicely served. 
We have plenty and a great variety 
at each meal. I’ve been actually 
stuffing myself while at Grant it 
was so unappetizing I couldn’t eat.

Army prepares for

The 
accompanying letter, received last 
week by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Allen, gives an excellent idea 
of the job that confronts the med­ 
ical branch of the army—the ef­ 
ficiency of which is very import­ 
ant to the welfare of every boy 
who is in camp. 


August 18, 1941. 


Dear Mother and Dad: 


Another very belated letter and 
still nothing to write about. I’ve 
been spending the last couple of 
weeks being very envious of you 
and your trip east. Last summer 
and my trip to New York seem 
years ago.

I’m in charge of Quarters again, 
and again I’m catching up on some 
very tardy correspondence. 
This 
time, however, ifs a little differ­ 
ent situation. Instead of an order­ 
ly room, I’m sitting in an orderly 
tent. Our outfit moved out of our 
nice comfy wooden barracks last 
Thursday and we are now occupy- 
Each battalion has its own mess 
some very moldy tents former- 
hall so about the same number eat ]y belonging to the 127th F. A. The 
together as in a Scout Camp and^°^,ce is moved out into the field 
in a mess hall very similar to those 
in Scout camps. I still can’t get 
also, and while ifs rather novel, 
I don’t believe that this is the ideal 


day the orderly tent gets as hot 
as hades—that is, when ifs not 
raining. Right now ifs raining. 


Things are rather more in a 
dither than usual for maneuvers 
have started and we’re 
running 
around like mad trying to admit 
more patients than we can accom­ 
modate. 
That’s the reason that 
we were moved out of our bar­ 
racks—-so that they could convert 
them into wards in anticipation of 
some 1,500 patients. 


Over the week-end that camp 
was practically deserted, only 1,- 
000 men in a camp that once held 
30,000. It was rather odd to walk 
in downtown Little Rock and not 
see but about four or five soldiers. 
The sixth division from Ft. Leon­ 
ard Wood, Rollo, Mo., are here now 
and are expected to remain for 
eight or ten days. Again the place 
is lousy with soldiers wandering 
around and wanting to know the

— same manner of serving — fam­ 
ily’ style with one waiter to each 
table to refill serving dishes as 
they become empty. The food is 
even better though. 
By this time IVe found that my 
Scouting knowledge and experience 
will be priceless to me in my stay 
in the army. Everything is so sim­ 
ilar that I feel right at home where 
most of the fellows do not know 
how to act or what to do. Same 
bunks — same method of keeping 
clothes — same wash room rules— 
beds made practically the same — 
same whistle calls — same bugle 
calls — same first aid, etc. I’ve 
begun to wonder if I’ll learn any­ 
thing I don’t know except for the 
actual work with military weapons 
and military tactics. Of course, the 
big dicerence is what you learn 
between meals, how the free time 
is spent, and for what purpose you 
are in camp. The frame work may 
be the same but what is hung on 
and built around this framework is 
what makes the difference. Scout­ 
ing is definitely not a military or­ 
ganization but the background I’ve 
had will certainly make it easier 
for me now and easier for me to 
live as enjoyable a life as possible. 
Every day and two or three times 
a day the lories rumble in with 
more men. Here now two days I 
can consider myself practically a 
veteran. This is only a training 
camp for the coast artillery. From 
here we graduate to regular ser­ 
vice after 13 weeks to some regu­ 
lar outfit — maybe in San Francis­ 
co — maybe Alaska, Guam, Wake 
Island 
or 
Greenland. 
Nobody 
knows. 
Being so new only one 
bunch has gone out, but as soon 
as the buildings are finished they 
are filled by new groups. 
We’re in quarantine for a week 
so cannot leave camp. After that 
though we’re free evenings and 
from noon on Saturday to eleven 
p. rn. Sunday, provided, of course, 
we’re not on special detail. This 
makes me wish I had my golf clubs 
and car here as well as more civil­ 
ian clothes. As it is I’m sort of 
limited in what I can do and that’s 
one thing that bothers everybody 
—what to do with leisure time. It’s 
one of the big problems of the men 
and the officers responsible for the 
men. There are so many soldiers 
and sailors around San Diego that. 
it is impossible to have any decent 
social contacts if you are in uni­ 
form unless you are an officer. 
Everyone and every church and 
social agency does what they can 
to entertain the men. Last Friday, 
the motion picture industry spon­ 
sored a four hour show at camp. 
Ray Francis and Marlene Dietrich 
were the headliners but they had 
a bunch of actresses here as well 
as Ray Kyser and his orchestra. It 
was a very good show. We all felt 
we didn’t do badly after being in 
camp only a few hours. 
All in all I’m very pleased with 
the turn in events. As long as I 
had to go into this I’m glad I 
landed here. I had a perfectly swell 
trip here and this looks like an 
ideal spot to take my training. 
Tomorrow I suppose we’ll start 
to work, drill, and 
learn some­ 
thing. Ifs about time —we’re all 
tired of doing nothing. 
Now that you have my address, 
please write. Seems like I’ve been 
gone a year now. 
Did someone 
send out those letters with money 
orders enclosed? 


This sergeant enjoys 
army life in Arkansas 


Sgt. Wm. Foley, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ed. Foley, Arlington Heights 
writes some rather 
nice 
things 
about the state of Arkansas, which 
he prefers to Tennessee. His com­ 
pany had not entered on maneuv­ 
ers when the last letter received 
by home folks was written. His 
mail comes thru Camp Robinson, 
which he has not yet visited as it 
is fifty miles distant from Curtis, 
where he is now stationed. 


Evidently 
Foley 
is 
enjoying 
army life, and readers of this de­ 
partment will be interested in the 
following extracts taken from 
letter written August 8: / 


“Right now I’m sergeant of the 
guard for the entire camp here. 
We have five companies camped 
here and each one contributes 
certain number of men and officers 
and we compose the guard for 24 
hours. I went on at 4:30 yesterday 
and will be relieved at 4:30 this 
afternoon. I have it pretty easy 
as sergeant though, so I'm not 
kicking. The guard mount here is 
more formal than at home, other­ 
wise ifs the same. 


“We haven’t gotten into the ac­ 
tual maneuvers, because they won’t 
start till later. 
Now we’re just 
setting up camp and stocking our 
ammunition area. 
We have the 
large tents and cots, so it’s really 
been easy. We’ve also established 
a canteen for pop, etc. 
“This place of Curtis, Ark., is 
only about 400 people and dead as 
can be. We have to go ll miles 
to Arkadelphia or 6 miles to Gur­ 
don and neither of them is any 
good. Sunday we’re organizing a 
trip to Hot Springs to see the 
sights. 


t'This state of Arkansas is so 
much better than Tennessee, ifs 
not eVen funny. The whole state 
is better looking and just seems 
nicer. 
We came through Little 
Rock on the way down and all the 
homes are real neat looking and 
the residential sections 
at least 
look real clean which is more than 
can be said for Nashville or Mur­ 
freesboro.”

keting committee of the Farm Bu­ 
reau. 


The mayor granted a trial of 
our weeks to see if the re-opening 
of the m arket would aid in the 
movement of surplus crops. How­ 
ever, it seems the 
market has 
??*we unsupported both by produc­ 
ers and by buyers. 
Apparently 
there was not as much demand for 
the re-opening of this m arket as 
had 
been 
indicated. 
Numerous 
surveys made by the Farm Bureau 
and Prairie Farm er, independent 
of each other, had heretofore indi­ 
cated that there was no m ajority 
\mi ^avor 
the evening market. 
When it came to an actual trial 
only a very few trucks appeared in 
the evening. 
It is a feeling of the Farm Bu­ 
reau M arketing 
Committee that 
they wanted this m arket to be giv­ 
en a fair trial, and so far as is 
known the test was fair but the 
grow ers 
failed 
to 
respond. 
It 
would appear obvious, after talk­ 
ing to a number of farm ers about 
the situation, th at 
the 
evening 
m arket does not fit into their daily 
work schedule. 
Driving into the 
m arket in the evening necessitates 
a good many hours and breaks into 
the rest period of farm ers who 
are working very hard during the 
summer season. Also, a compari­ 
son of prices made by the Farm 
Bureau for 1938 when there was an 
evening m arket and 1939 when the 
m arket was dropped about the mid­ 
dle of July and 1940 when there 
was no evening m arket showed a 
range of corn prices 
10c higher 
w ithout the evening m arket than 
with it. 
In discussing the situation with 
U niversity economists, it is a well 
known fact that as the m arketing 
hours are lengthened on any m ar­ 
ket there is a growing tendency for 
buyers — and especially speculat­ 
ors — to buy slower and wear the 
sellers out in an effort to dispose of 
his merchandise. Under such con­ 
ditions usually one man will sell 
out at a lower price and help es­ 
tablish lower prices. These com­ 
parisons were made with the St. 
Louis m arket where there was no 
change in the m arketing hours 
throughout those years. 
It is felt by the Farm Bureau 
M arketing Committee that the next 
step in trying to do something for 
the growers in this territory is the 
establishm ent of a Farm ers Munic­ 
ipal M arket. In this the thought 
of the leaders is to get a m arket 
located probably where some kind 
of shelter can be provided that is 
not too expensive, easy to get to 
by both buyer and seller, where a 
presentable and sanitary appear­ 
ance can be maintained and yet to 
avoid any lavish expenditure of 
money on such a market. In such 
a m arket it is believed that the 
farmers should have some kind of 
control and seek to get a friendly 
spirit of cooperation between the 
city officials and the producers. It 
is felt th at the difficulties on Ran­ 
dolph Street were largely m atters 
of tem peram ent on both sides and 
th at every one will be much better 
off by a spirit of friendly coopera­ 
tion rather than of antagonism.

New publication 
describes common 
poultry diseases 


Of all the diseases that attack Il­ 
linois poultry flocks, those that in­ 
volve the respiratory tract—the 
lungs, throat and nasal passages— 
are of major importance. 
Symptoms, diagnosis and control 
of these diseases are fully explaim- 
ed in “Respiratory 
Diseases 
of 
Poultry,” which has just been is­ 
sued by the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. Its authors 
are Robert Graham* chief of animal 
pathology and hygiene, R. H. Hurt, 
associate in animal pathology and 
hygiene, and C. A. Blandly, form ­ 
erly associate chief in animal path­ 
ology and hygiene. 
Im paired health, retarded de­ 
velopment and lowered production 
are the common results of respira­ 
tory diseases, and some of them 
cause serious death losses. Some 
of the most common of these dis­ 
eases are infectious bronchitis, in­ 
fectious 
laryngotracheitis, 
fowl 
pox, coryza, localized fowl cholera, 
pul’orum disease and fungus in­ 
fections. Other infectious diseases, 
vitamin-A deficiency, 
respiratory 
parasites and other causes of im­ 
paired breathing are also discussed 
in the publication. 
Laboratory examination of speci­ 
mens and diagnosis by one trained 
in this field may be necessary to 
identify these diseases, according to 
the authors. However, while lab­ 
oratory diagnosis is pending, gen­ 
eral sanitary' measures to prevent 
the spread of the disease should be 
pruniDtly employed. Sanitary sur­ 
roundings, vigorous breeding stock 
and proper feed and housing are 
the best preventives of resipratory 
troubles. 
Copies of the publicatioa, Circu­ 
lar No. fill, can he obtained free 
from farm advisers or the univers­ 
ity.

Community Sales—The last ses­ 
sion of the Illinois General As­ 
sembly passed a law requiring the 
licensing and regulation, of com­ 
munity sales. 
Similar laws have 
been enacted in several other states 
during the past two years. The pur­ 
pose of the law is to prevent the 
spread of contagious animal dis­ 
ease and to insure prom pt and full 
payment of sellers of livestock by 
the community sales operator. 
Community sale fc defined as 
“any sale or exchange of livestock 
or other personal property held by 
any person at an established place 
of business or premises where the 
livestock or personal property is 
assembled for sale or exchange an<F 
is sold or exchanged at auction or 
upon a commission basis at regular 
or irregular intervals but more 
frequently 
than 
three 
times 
a 
year.” 
Operators of such sales must pro­ 
cure a license from the State De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture and fur­ 
nish an acceptable bond indemnify­ 
ing livestock owners against frau­ 
dulent dealing, withheld payments 
and other irregularities. 
The li­ 
cense must be renewed annually. 
Licensees are required to keep rec­ 
ords of the receipt and disposition 
of all livestock. Animals known to 
be infected with or to have been 
exposed to any contagious or com­ 
municable animal disease cannot be 
consigned to or sold through any 
community sale. To help enforce 
this provision and other sections of 
the law relative to sanitation and 
animal disease an approved super­ 
vising veterinarian must be em­ 
ployed by the community sales op­ 
erator to inspect the premises and 
all livestock offered for sale. 
This act does not apply to the 
business of buying or assembling 
livestock for prompt shipment to 
or slaughter in any livestock m ar­ 
ket subject to the Federal Packers 
and Stockyard Act or to any market 
regularly inspected by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry of the United 
States Departm ent of Agriculture.

extension

rieulture, stated recently in com­ 
menting on the silk hosiery situa­ 
tion. 
Perhaps this necessity for 
finding a substitute for silk may 
help women to see some of the 
beauties of cotton and may help 
it to “step out of the kitchen,” Miss 
Gray said. 


Noticeable on the m arket this 
fall 
are 
collegiate 
wool-jersey 
dresses, 
tweeds, 
sweaters, 
high 
boots, felt leggings and 
high-cut 
oxfords. 
Of these, the high-cut 
shoes, oxfords and boots suggest 
the possibility of stocking feet of 
another fiber, while the wool-jer- 
seys and the 
tweed skirts 
and 
sweaters put their seal of approval 
on the bright-colored, ribbed, just- 
above-the-knee 
length 
stockings 
which came into 
popularity last 
spring. This renewed emphasis on 
sports clothes in wool-like textures 
might bring a cotton stocking on 
the market which looks like wool 
since it is possible to make cotton 
resemble wool, the authority pre­ 
dicted. 


Using long staple cottons, grown 
in parts of South Carolina, A ri­ 
zona, Florida and the Mississippi 
Delta, the Bureau of Home Econ­ 
omics has been able to design sheer, 
beautiful mesh and 
lacy cotton 
stockings. M anufacturers will un­ 
doubtedly pick up these designs for 
use with evening clothes, said Miss 
Gray. 
Once the college girl has accept­ 
ed the new style trends in hosiery 
and finds they are good-looking as 
well as comfortable, the rest of the 
feminine 
population 
will 
follow 
suit, she believes. Undoubtedly the 
homemaker will wear less brilliant 
colors and more conservative de­ 
signs than her daughter. 


Good feed, care 
‘up* production 
of Macoupin herd 


That more milk can be produced 
under the 
food-fo ^defense 
pro­ 
gram with higher returns to dairy­ 
men who give their herds better 
feed and care is proved by J. W. 
Cline, Girard, 
Macoupin 
county, 
whose herd accounted for a 2,661- 
pound increase in milk products a 
cow the past year. 


The herd averaged 12,417 pounds 
of milk a cow the past year, com­ 
pared with 9,756 pounds a cow the 
year before. A balanced ration fed 
according to production, and care 
in management, did the trick, ac­ 
cording to Cline. 


C. S. Rhode, extension dairy spec­ 
ialist, University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture, says there is likely 
to be a serious drop in production 
from now until fall unless farm ers 
follow the examples set by such 
dairymen as Cline as to feed and 
care, especially with reference to 
short, dry pastures, hot weather 
and flies. 


“Allowing cows to get thin in 
flesh and slump in milk flow' is an 
uneconomical practice, especially in 
view of higher dairy prices and the 
national need of increased produc­ 
tion of dairy products,” 
Rhode 
pointed out. Now is the time when 
extra feed and care will pay big 
dividends. 


“A balanced grain ration should 
be fed according to production, lf 
pastures 
are 
short, 
some 
hay 
should also be added to the daily 
ration. Plenty of shade, cool water 
and darkened quarters will aid in 
holding production at a high level,” 
Rhode said. 


Home production 
of food proved 
good business 


Any business man knows that an 
enterprise which provides 13 to 28 
per cent of his total cost for living 
must be a paying proposition. 
I hat’s what 473 Illinois farm 
families think, too, after noting 
from horn® account records that 
farm-furnished food took care of 
that much of their entire living 
expenses last year. 
Families with less than $1,600 
to live on depended on home pro­ 
duced food for 28 per cent, or 
more than one-fourth, of their en­ 
tire living. Folks within the $1,000 
to $1,499 bracket found that 23 
per cent, or almost one-fourth, of 
their entire living cost was pro­ 
vided by farm-furnished food. In 
the $1,500 to $2,000 income range, 
families still depended on home- 
produced food for 18 per cent, or 
a little less than one-fifth, of their 
total living costs. 
Above $2,000, 
farm -furnished fdod supplied IT 
per cent of the total cost of living, 
and above $2,500 it furnished 13 per 
cent, or a little more 
than one- 
eighth, of the total cost of living. 
This summer, more than ever be­ 
fore, families are being urged to 
utilize foods to the greatest extent. 
Home account authorities from the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture point out that from 
the monetary as well 
as 
health 
standpoint home production of food 
is good farm and home business.

Record tonnage 
of limestone is 
used during 1940 


Three-fourths of a million acres 
of Illinois farm land which was 
limed in 1940 is in better condition 
to produce higher crop yields un­ 
der the feed and food-for-defense 
plans and to provide the basis for 
a better long-time soil improve­ 
ment program, it is pointed out by 
authorities of the University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture. 
Constituting a new liming rec­ 
ord for Illinois, the 2,360,000 tons 
were used to correct acidity on 
about 780,000 acres, according to 
C. M. Linsley, U. of I. agronomist. 
This represents an 
increase of 
about 862,000 tons over the previ­ 
ous high tonnage spread in 1939. 
In addition to the long-time edu­ 
cational program which the Col­ 
lege of Agriculture has sponsored, 
im portant factors in the rapid in­ 
crease in the use of limestone dur- 
ing the past few years have been 
the financial assistance given fan n ­ 
ers by the agricultural conservation 
program and the development of 
a limestone trucking and spreading 
service in most communities.

Farmers boosting 
cash returns by 
mr 
stopping erosion 


Net incomes of 22 Stephenson 
county farm ers who farmed the 
“soil-saving way” last year aver­ 
aged $156 a farm more than 22 
farm ers who ran their plows up 
and down hill, a summary of their 
complete farm record accounts of 
the 44 farm ers has disclosed. 


The 22 high income farm ers, with 
the assistance of the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture and 
the U. S. Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice. followed a planned program of 
soil conservation and erosion con­ 
trol. The other 22 were neighbor­ 
ing farm ers wfhose places wrere sim­ 
ilar in size, soil type 
and topo­ 
graphy. 


The 1940 farm account 
sum­ 
maries showed that the utilization 
ol larger acreage of legume hay 
and improved pastures on the co­ 
operators’ farm s resulted in larger 
incomes 
from 
livestock, 
higher 
farm incomes and soil improvement 
from the manure produced as a re­ 
sult of the livestock feeding opera­ 
tions. 
The summary is the result of an 
economic 
study on conservation 
program s and farm income which 
has been conducted by E. L. Sauer, 
of the Soil Conservation Service, 
and H. C. M. Case, head of the de­ 
partm ent of agricultural economics 
of the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 
Cooperating farm s averaged 158 
acres, of which 94.2 acres were in 
crops. Non-cooperating farm s av­ 
eraged 157.2 acres, of which 102 
were in crops. Cooperators had 70.7 
per cent of their tillable land in 
crops, compared with 78.6 per cent 
for the others. 
Returns from the sale of live­ 
stock and livestock products on the 
cooperating farm s averaged $4,264, 
compared with $3,403 from the non­ 
cooperators. Net income of the co­ 
operators averaged $2,285, com­ 
pared with $2,029 for the others. 
Crop yields on the farm s that fol- 
lowed improved land use and soil 
treatm ent, in addition to conserva­ 
tion 
practices—such 
as 
contour 
farm ing, strip cropping and terrac­ 
ing — were slightly higher than on 
the 22 non-cooperating farms. 
The 22 cooperating farm s which 
were operated on the contour had 
less tillable land in soil depleting 
and cultivated crops; more land in 
legume hay and improved pastures; 
a significantly larger percentage of 
land in soil-building legumes; high­ 
er crop yields; produced more mqat 
and milk to the acre, with subse­ 
quent larger livestock returns, and 
had higher net farm incomes than 
the 22 neighboring non-cooperating 
farms. 
The study shows 
that 
contour 
fai'ming has proved to be an econ­ 
omically, as well as a physically, 
sound conservation practice." It pre­ 
vented the run-off of most of the 
rainfall during the growing sea­ 
son, greatly reduced soil and w ater 
erosion losses and respited in sub­ 
stantially higher crop yields. 
In 
most instances 
contour farm ing 
was performed at no increase in 
farm operating costs, and in many 
instances the practice reduced farm 
operating costs.

Farmers Boosting Dairy 
Profits by Better 
Care 


Thai better feeding and care will 
increase production of food for de­ 
fense and point the way to higher 
dairy profits has been dem onstrat- 
\ the herds of Otis Preston, 
Max wa; Robert Hopkins, Delavan, 
and other dairy herd improvement 
association cooperators. 
With the same cows, Preston was 
able to step up 
production 59 
pounds of butterfat and approxi­ 
mately 1,500 pounds of milk a cow 
in a year’s time. B etter care and 
feeding and more 
attention to 
breeding dates were responsible for 
the marked improvement 
in the 
herd, according to C. S. Rhode, of 
the dairy department, University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 
A carefully planed pasture pro­ 
gram is resulting in a high level 
of production at low cost for Hop­ 
kins. His plan was to have early 
rye pasture which he plowed up and 
seeded to Sudan grass to be used 
late this summer. Clover pasture 
helps supply an abundance of suc­ 
culent feed for his cow’s. 
Changing from a lowr protein 
grain mixture to one 
containing 
approximately 14 per cent is be­ 
ing done by many Illinois dairymen 
who wish to held production at a 
high level and cash in on the favor­ 
able 
dairy-feed 
price 
situation. 
Dairy herds on bluegrass pasture 
need more protein in the grain mix­ 
ture now than earlier in the sum­ 
mer because the composition of the 
grass changes as it matures. 
Rhode says when pastures are 
short, the addition of hay or silage 
to the daily ration has proved ef­ 
fective in maintaining a profitable 
level of production.

Music N ews 


A nd V iews

Two important things affecting 
music dealers and teachers are to 
go into effect on Sept. I. By the 
time this reaches print it will be 
too late to do a great deal about 
it but there isn’t so much one can 
do about it anyway. 
First of all, 90% of the publish­ 
ing firms who have been whole­ 
saling their popular sheet music be­ 
low the regular discounts are rais­ 
ing their prices to those discounts. 
A surprising number of large firms 
have been offering music at from 
three to five cents below the regu­ 
lar trade wholesale to persuade 
dealers to push their music because 
of the larger profit; they have now 
come to the conclusion that if they 
publish a hit it will sell regardless 
of the dealer price and so all prices 
are being raised Sept. I. BMI mu­ 
sic is taking the biggest increase, 
a jump of 5c per copy. This brings 
the wholesale price so high that 
unless retail prices are boosted the 
small dealer might as well drop it 
completely; the only possible way 
to make it worth while will be to 
handle a tremendous turn-over. 
Second, most Chicago dealers will 
eliminate all discounts to teachers 
starting Sept. I. It has been the 
practice to allow legitimate teach­ 
ers a nominal discount as an induce­ 
ment to keep a supply of sheet 
music and instruction 
books in 
stock; but this practice will be dis­ 
continued by most dealers after the 
first. 
Discontinuing teacher discounts 
hardly seems the fair thing to me, 
personally, because anyone who 
uses quantities of music should be 


entitled to a small return at least 
on their investment. But arguing 
the matter won’t help; 
instead, 
you’d better stock up before the 
first! 


No 'Soundproof Room' 
Acoustical scientists report it’s Im­ 
possible to construct a soundproof 
room in which a sensitive meter 
would register zero. For one thing, 
the earth’s own vibrations would 
register from five to ten decibels 
and when a person entered such a 
room, just the life pulsations of his 
body would lift the meter five deci­ 
bels more—and that’s about the min­ 
imum that can be achieved.
